J. COUNCIL OF ARCHITECTURE 

Shri Ject Malholra, Yice-Pre.sidont of the Council (Chief 
Achilect, IXipartment of Architecture, Government of 
Punjab, Chandigarh) acted w.e.f. 1-1-1985 as the President 
of the Coupeil jmd exercised the powers and performed the 
duties ot the President under Regulation 19 of the Council 
of Achitecturc Regulations, 1982, us Shri H. R. LaRoya 
ceased to be the President of the Couned consequent ui»n 
his retirement in the afternoon of 31-12 84 from ihc service 
of the Central Government as Chief Architect, Central 
Public Works Department. 

The Council could not meet during the year. 

II. executive COMMITTEE 

The Executive Committee met twice on 23rd April, 1984 
and 24th August, 1984. At these meetings, the Committee

1. Organising of workshops op (i) Architectural !^u- 
cation and (ii) professional activities of an architect 
and amendments to the Architects Act, 1972.

4. Hybrid programme in Architectural Engineering of 
the Institution of Engineers (IndiaJ. 

5. Consideration of the Annual Report and the Audited 
Statement of Accounts for the year ending 31-3-1984. 

HI. EDUCATION COMMITTEE 

The Education Committee met once on 20th November, 
1984 in New Delhi. At this meeting, discussions took place 
on all aspects of architectural education in the country vis- 
a-vis the Council of Architecture (Minimum Standards of 
Archliectuial Education) Regulations, 1983. The details and 
the modalities for organising the workshop on architectural 
education by the Council was also discuss^ at this meeting. 


The Admission Committee scrutinised 8 applications receiv¬ 
ed under section 25(b) of the Act for regist'ation. The

17 appellants out of 44 appeared beioie the 
Committee to present their cases in person. The Committee 
decided to continue the work and to have the sittings in 
Bombay to complete its work. 

VI. SUB-COMMITTEES 

The Executive Committee of the Council constituteil, at 
its meeting, held on 23i'd April, 1984, a sub committee 
comprising ol S/Shri f>, A. Tungaic, H. K. Rakhra and Satya 
Pal for a detailed work-study of the Office of the Council 
to determine its staff structure. The Sub-Commitlee, after 
a detailed examination of the statistical information furnish¬ 
ed met on 19th July, 1984 to finalise its report for submis¬ 
sion to the Executive Committee. The report on the work- 
study was then submitted to the Executive CQjrrmittee. 

VH. REGISTRATION 

The Cormcil received 982 applications tor rcgi.stratioii 
during the year under report—943 under section 25(a) and 
39 under section 25(b) of the Architects Acr, 1972. Out of 
943 applications under section 25(a), 911 have been regis¬ 

tered. The remaining 32 applications are in various stages 
oi scrutiny. Out of the 39 applications received imder sec- 
Uon 25(b), 29 applications were rejected as these applicants 

were not found eligible lor registravion. d'he rernaiiimg 10 
applicaiions are in various stages of scrutiny. In addition 
to the above, the application of 1 person under section 
25(b) applied prior to the period under report, was found 
eligible and registered .under section 25(b), The Original 
Certificates of Regi-stration were issued, to all the 955 per- 
■sons registered during the year under rcpoiT. The statement 
indicating the position of Registration durin.g the year under 
report and the total registration as on 31st March, 1985 is 
indicated in blatemcnt-I appended to the report. 

Villi. REGISTRATION/RENEWAL; KEG IS IRAHON 

The renewal foe of Rs, 40/- for the year 1985 was due 
from 5991 architects lor retention of tiieir names in the 
Register of Architects maintained by the CoimcU. 

The Council arranged to collect at Bombay, the renewal 
and Other tees payable by architects based at Bombay and 
nearubout places from 20th tp 22iid March, 1985. 

The Council introduced a fixed deposit Scheme to simplify 
the procedure for payment of renewal fee by arciiitects to 
avoid difficulties experienced by them, 

597 names of architects that were removed us defaulters 
due to non-payment of renewal fee during 1977, 1978, 1979, 
1980, 1981, 1982, 1983 and 1984 have been restored on pay¬ 
ment of the prescribed restoration fee during the year 
imdcr report as detailed in Stalcmcnt-H appended to the 
report. 

JX. BUILDING FUND 

The Council has been able to build up, from out of its 
meagre resources, a building fund. A sum of Rs. 1,03,370- 
35ps was added to the previous year’s building fund 
of Rs, 7,48,810-60ps. The balance in UiiilJing Fund as on 
31-3-1985 is Rs. 4,67,115-45ps. after payments to D.D.A. the 
two instalments for a commercial flat .allocated to the Coun¬ 
cil, i 

The Council registered its name on 4-4-1984 with the 
Delhi Development Authority for allotment of a commercial 
flat in Bhikaji Cama Bhavan, New Delhi for housing the 
Office of the Council of Architecture with an initial deposit 
of Rs. 20,000/-, The. Council was successful in the draw 
of lots on 5-9-1984 in the allotment of fiat (TVpc Ill of 
approx. 106 sqmj. A sura of Rs. 3,65,065-SOps. in two 
instalments was paid to Delhi Development Authority in 
addition to initiai payment towards the cost of tine com- 
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mcrcial flat allotted to the Council from out of the buHding 
fund. The Council has stUl to pay approximately Rs. 6.00 
lakhs in four instalments towards the cost of the flat. 

X. FINANCES 

The ji*iudited Statement of Accounts for the year ending

pur in a miscellaneous petition filed by the petitoner, Shri 

1. H. Kotecha, against the respondeiit, i.e. Rewa Improve¬ 
ment Trust, Rewa for the unethical piuclices resorted to by 
the Rewa Improvement Trust. 

Shri A. L. Tandoi), Patna, an applicant for registration 
under section 25fb) of the Architects Act, 1972 tiled a writ 
petition in the Honourable High Court of Adjudicator at 
Patna m January, 1985 against the decision of the Council 
for not registering him as an architect under the Act. The 
Council was one of the respondents in the case. This writ 
petition was heard and dismissed on 30-1-1985 at the admis¬ 
sion stage itself. 

XII. WORKSHOFS, SEMINARS ETC. 

The Council organised an All India Workshop on Archi¬ 
tectural Education from 19th to 21st January, 1985 in 
Hyderabad in the premises of the fjovernment College of 
Fme Arts and Architecture m association with Jawaharlal 
Nehru Technological University, Hyderabad. At this work¬ 
shop, representatives from almost all the schools of archi¬ 
tecture in the country as weU as practising architects partici¬ 
pated. The Honoujable Governor of Andhra Pradesh, Dr. 
Shankar Dayal Sharma inpgurated the workshop. Discus¬ 
sions on the following topics took place at the workshop :—• 

1. Implementation of Educational Standards^ 

2. Faculty ; Recruitment, retention and training; and 

3. Educational inputs for professional development.
